$1,000,000 FIRE IN TEXAS TOWN 
WHEN LIGHTNING FIRES OIL 


38 Tanks Explode and Burning Liq- 
uid Runs Through Streets of 
Waggoner City. 

By the Associated Press. 

WICHITA FALLS, Tex., Nov. 10.— 
Searchers for bodies today are try- 
ing to delve further into the ruins of 
a spectacular fire at Waggoner City. 
a small oil town near here, which 
yesterday suffered property loss es- 
fimated at $1,000,000 when lightning 
exploded 38 1600-barrel tanks of oil 
and a stream of the burning fluid 
poured down the main streets set- 
ting fire to everything with which 
it came into contact.

In some districts, it 
in asserted, there is no question but 
that the miners will return to work 
immediately on receipt of word 
from headquarters calling off the 
strike, but In others the action of the 
men is considered doubtful. 

Reports from the various coal 
fields since the strike was called tn- 
dicate that many union men contend 
that the general committees of the 
miners has no authority to rescind 
the order for the strike, which, they 
assert, was decided upon by the reg- 
ular convention of the United Mine 
Workers’ meeting in Cleveland in 
Septem ber. 

Next Move of Government. 

In case the recal) order should be 
issued by the miners’ general com- 
mittee and some of the Individual 
members of the union to rec- 
ognize the authority of the order and 
remain idle, any action contemplated 
by the Government has not been In- 
dicated here.

The executive council is of the 
opinion that the officers of the 
United Mine Workers of Amer- 
ica did everything in their pow- 
er to avert this great industria! 
controversy. Of all the great in- 
dustries in our country, there is 
none so dangerous to human life 
as the coal industry. The men 
who go down under the ground 
to dig coal, so that the domestic 
and industrial needs of the na- 
tion may be supplied, are en- 
gaged in work more hazardous 
than any other employment. 
Due consideration has never 
been given to the danger sur- 
rounding the coal miners 
ployment where each individual 

There is no other class of em- 
ployment where each individual! 
worker is g0 isolated and in 
whose districts there is such a 
lack of opportunity for social 
intercourse and enjoyment. The 
condition of the miner and his 
family is such that he is prac- 
tically deprived not only of sun- 
shine and fresh‘air, but to a cer- 
tain extent he is deprived of the 
association and companionship 
of all other human beings out- 
side of his own particular class, 
who are themselves engaged in 
the dangerous and unhealthy 
occupation of coal mining. 

The miners suffer more than 
any other workers from periods 
of compulsory unemployment. 
Authentic statistics show that 
the miners have less than 200 
days of employment during each 
year. The wages of the miners 
consequently having to spread 
over the entire year, are greatly 
reduced as a result of the non- 
employment existing in that in- 
dustry. 

Isolation Prevents Econoniy. 

The high cost of living has 
presented itself in perhaps a 
more serious form in _ isolated 
mining camps than in large in- 
dustrial centers. There is usual- 
ly nat the same opportunity for 
the miners in the mining camps 
to make their purchases to such 
advantage as is presented in oth- 
er localities. Their isolation pre- 
vents this. 

The United Mine Workers, in 
their convention, held during the 
month of September, tn the city 
of Cleveland, adopted a positive 
declaration demanding improved 
conditions of employment for 
the miners. They further in- 
structed the officers to proceed 
to obtain, by negotiations with 
the operators, the working con- 
ditions that the convention unan- 
imously adopted. 

There were almost 2200 dele- 
gates seated in the convention, 
representing 500,000 organized 
miners. They further positive- 
ly and explicitly instructed their 
officers that unless an agree- 
ment was reached on or before 
the first day of November, 19139, 
the resolution of the convention 
calling for a strike on Nov. 1. 
1919, should be communicated 
to the membership. There was 
no alternative except for the of- 
ficers, who are elected by the 
membership, to.carry out the 
direct instructions of the mem- 
bership or resign from their po- 
sitions as officers, in which event 
chaos and confusion would re- 
sult. 

The officers of the mine work- 
ers, with their Scale Committee, 
entered into conferences and dis- 
cussions with the operators in 
the city of Buffalo. They stated 
at the conference that they had 
full power to negotiate an agree- 
ment; in other words, that they 
had the power to give and take 
im the conference. The employ- 
ers refused to make any offer 
whatever. Later on the miners 
answered the call of the Secre- 
tary of Labor and further en- 
deavored to reach an agreement, 
but failed. The officers then 
proceeded to carry out the in- 
structions of their membership 
and communicated the results of 
the failure of negotiations, and 
by order of the convention the 
strike automatically took effect 
Nov. 1, 1919. 

Ready to Negotiate. 

“The machinery which has 
existed for years and which has 
been successful in bringing 
about agreements, between the 
miners and the operators, still 
exists and they as representa-

Never in the history of our 
country has any such a manda- 
tory order been obtained or even 
applied for by. the Government 
or by any person, company or 
corporation. 

Not Intended for Workers. 


Both the restraining order 
and the injunction, insofar as its 
prohibitory features are con- 
cerned, are predicated upon thg 
Lever act, a law enacted by Con- 
gress for the purpose of pre- 
venting speculation and _ prof- 
iteering of the food and fuel 
supplies of the country. There 
never was in the minds of the 
Congress in enacting that law 
or in the mind of the President 
when he signed it, that the Le- 
ver act would be applied to 
workers in cases of strikes or 
lockouts. The Food Controller, 
Mr. Hoover, specifically so stat- 
ed. Members of the committee 
having the bill in charge have 
in writing declared that it was 
not in the minds of the com- 
mittee, and the then Attorney- 
General, Mr. Gregory, gave as- 
Surance that the Government 
would not apply that law to the 
workers’ efforts to obtain im- 
proved working conditions. Ev- 
ery assurance from the highest 
authority of our Government 
was given that the law would 
not be so applied. 

In the course of President Wil- 
son's address to the Buffalo con- 
vention of the American Feder- 
ation of Labor, November,. 1917. 
among other things, he said: 

“While we are fighting for 
freedom, we must see among 
other things that labor is free, 
and that means a number of in- 
teresting things. It means not 
only that we must do what we 
have declared our purpose to do, 
see that the conditions of labor 
are not rendered more onerous 
by the war, but also that we 
shall see to it that the instru- 
mentalities by which the condi- 
tions of labor are improved are 
not blocked or checked. That 
we must do.” 

Staggers Human Mind. 

The autocratic action of our 
Government in these proceed- 
ings is of such a nature that it 
staggers the human mind. Ina 
free country to conceive of a 
Government applying for and 
obtaining a restraining order 
prohfbiting the officials of a la- 
bor organization from contribut- 
ing their own money for the 
purpose of procuring food for 
women and children that might 
be starving, is something that 
when known will shock the sen- 
sibilities of man and will cause 
resentment. Surely the thou- 
sands of men who are lying in 
France under the soil. whose 
blood was offered for the free- 
dom of the world, never dreamed 
that so shortly afterward in 
their own country 450,000 work- 
ers endeavoring to better their 
working conditions would have 
the Government decide that they 
were not entitled to the assist- 
ance of their fellow men and that 
their wives and children should 
Starve, by order of the Govern- 
ment.

Radicals Well Financed.

of the legislative committee investi- 
gating radicalism. He declared the 
party's membership in New York 
City alone ts 7560 and that red 
guards similar to those who over- 
threw the Russian Government are 
planned. The communists here, he 
said, have unlimited resources, pay- 
ing agitators as high as 3100 a night. 
The Communist party, he asserted, 
was started in Germany and the 
American branch was organized in 
Chicago Sept. 1 last at the Soctalist 
convention when the left wing of 
the Socialists broke away from their 
organization and formed the Com- 
munist group. The movement in 
America, he said, is supported by 
substantia! funds from Russia. 

Senator Lusk asserted that John 
Reed is the chief organizer of the 
movement. Asked where Reed is 
and if a warrant had been issued 
for his arrest, he replied: “Reed is 
abroad. He is on his war back to 
Russia or there by this time.”
